SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. — Ossett  is  essentially  an  industrial 
town,  and,  as  such,  naturally  gives  employment  to  the  greater 
part  of  its  population.  There  has  been,  however,  in  recent  years, 
a  proportional  increase  of  a  purely  residential  nature.  This  latter 
development  can,  in  part,  be  attributed  to  the  improved  amenities 
of  the  town,  as  exemplified  in  the  building  of  many  new  houses 
of  modern  type,  and  also  to  some  extent  to  the  local  trade 
depression,  which  has  forced  many  workers  to  go  farther  afield 
for  their  employment. 

The  principal  local  industries  are  the  sorting  of  rags  and 
the  manufacture  of  shoddy  and  mungo,  industries  peculiar  to 
this  district  of  the  West  Riding.  Many  women  and  girls  are 
employed  in  these  trades,  which,  while  having  no  ill-effects  in 
itself,  makes  it  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  Home  Helps  in 
maternity  cases  and  in  cases  of  sickness.  The  only  other  industry 
of  importance  is  coal  mining,  many  men  and  boys  being  employed 
in  the  two  mines  within  the  Borough  and  in  those  of  adjacent 
areas.  Apart  from  these  major  industries,  however,  many 
smaller  ones  have  been  attracted  to  the  town,  and,  although  not 
worthy  of  individual  mention,  they  collectively  give  employment 
to  a  considerable  number  of  people.  Discounting  an  occasional 
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case  of  anthrax  in  connection  with  the  sorting  of  wool,  none  of 
these  industries  can  be  said  to  have  any  adverse  influence  on 
public  health. 

For  many  years  now  the  depression  affecting  the  major 
industries,  except  for  a  few  bright  periods,  remains  unchanged. 
The  number  of  people  receiving  unemployment  benefit  has 
increased.  The  following  are  the  official  figures  for  1936,  1937 
and  1938.  The  insurable  population  is  3,800.

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The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  is  9  per  1,000 
live  Births.  One  of  the  deaths  took  place  in  Leeds  Maternity 
Hospital. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY  DURING  THE  YEAR  1938. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1938  is  27,  as  compared 
with  68  in  the  previous  year.  This  great  reduction  is  very 
gratifying,  and  must  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  laboratory  facilities  for  the  Borough  are  provided  by 
the  West  Biding  County  Council,  and  swabs,  pathological  speci¬ 
mens,  T.B.  sputum,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
by  the  local  general  practitioners.  This  service  is  provided  free 
of  charge. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Non-Infective  Cases  and  Accidents. — These  cases  are  con¬ 
veyed  to  Hospital  by  Motor  Ambulance  owned  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion.  This  service  is  available  day  and  night.  The  Ambulance 
has  now  been  in  use  for  many  years,  and,  although  still  service¬ 
able,  it  does  not  provide  the  exact  degree  of  comfort  one  would 
wish  for  in  the  more  serious  cases  of  illness.

Infectious  Cases. — Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed 
to  the  Dewsbury  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  by  an  Ambulance 
belonging  to  the  Hospital.  A  charge  of  5s.  is  made  to  the 
Corporation  for  each  case. 

(c)  Home  Nursing. 

General. — The  local  Nursing  Association  employ  one  full¬ 
time  Nurse,  who  attends  to  cases  of  this  nature. 

Midwifery. — Two  County  Midwives  are  provided  under  the 
County  scheme  to  attend  to  maternity  cases  within  the  Borough. 
This  provision  is  only  just  adequate.

HOSPITALS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  only  Hospital  in  the  Borough  is  the  Small-Pox  Hospital, 
Storrs  Hill,  which  is  maintained  in  a  state  of  readiness  should 
any  case  of  small-pox  occur.  It  was  last  used  during  the  out¬ 
break  in  1930. 

Although  there  are  no  Consulting  Hospitals  in  the  Borough, 
Ossett  is  particularly  well  served  in  this  matter,  in  that  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  of  Leeds,  Dewsbury  and  Wakefield  are  all 
within  easy  reach.  A  scheme  of  voluntary  contributions  to  these 
Hospitals  is  in  force  in  the  area,  which  entitles  the  contributors 
and  their  families  to  receive  treatment  free  of  charge. 

Maternity  Hospitals — see  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

Venereal  Disease. 

Clinics  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
at  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  Dewsbury  Infirmary  and 
Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield.  Patients  are  urged  to  attend 
these  of  their  own  accord  or  may  be  referred  by  their  own  doctor. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  conducted  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  Patients  may  be  sent  by  their  own 
doctor  to  see  the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  Dispensary, 
Almshouse  Lane,  Wakefield,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  at  two 
o’clock.  Dr.  H.  A.  Crowther,  the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
or  one  of  his  staff  will  visit  (at  the  request  of  a  general  prac¬ 
titioner)  any  patient  residing  in  Ossett  who  is  unable  to  travel 
to  Wakefield. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  Clinics  for  ante-natal  supervision 
are  conducted  at  Croft  House.  This  building  has  been  well 
adapted  for  these  purposes  and  is  excellently  situated  to  serve 
the  whole  population  of  the  Borough. 
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At  the  commencement  of  1938  the  number  of  Child  Welfare 
and  Ante-natal  Clinics  was  doubled  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand  for  the  services. 

Clinics  are  now  held  as  follows:  — 

Child  Welfare  Clinic  Monday,  2.30  to  5  p.m. 

Thursday,  3  to  4  p.m. 

Ante-natal  Clinic  On  the  first  and  third  Wednesday

of  each  month  at  5.30  to  7.30 
p.m. 

It  was  also  decided  to  hold  a  Post-natal  Clinic  at  the 
termination  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  Thursdays  from  4 
to  5  p.m.  This  idea  has  proved  impracticable  owing  to  the 
popularity  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  which  often  extends  over 
the  whole  of  the  afternoon.  In  view  of  this  we  shall  have  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  holding  a  separate  Post-natal  Clinic. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

This  Clinic  is  provided  for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age; 
infants  and  toddlers  attending  at  the  same  time.  The  Clinic 
is  a  purely  consulting  one,  and  children  requiring  treatment  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctors.  As  in  past  years  we  would  be 
unable  to  carry  on  these  clinics  without  the  help  of  the  ladies 
of  the  Voluntary  Committee.  We  are  thus  once  again  deeply 
indebted  to  them  for  their  generous  and  willing  service.  This 
year  they  deserve  even  greater  praise,  for  it  is  only  through 
their  unselfishness  that  it  has  been  possible  to  double  the  number 
of  the  clinics. 

Milk  foods  and  food  accessories  are  sold  at  the  clinic  at  a 
slight  profit,  which  is  utilised  in  providing  free  food  in  necessitous 
cases.  The  Corporation  does  not  make  any  grant  towards  this 
service,  as  the  provision  existing  has  been  quite  adequate.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  total  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  the 
Clinic  during  the  year  was  147 ;  this  figure  represents  66  per 
cent,  of  the  notified  births.  The  number  of  attendances  at  all 
Clinics  during  the  year  was  421. 

Expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  .to  attend  the  Clinic  by 
their  doctors  and  by  the  two  County  Midwives. 
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Dental  Treatment. 

The  Corporation  have  adopted  a  scheme  whereby  expectant 
mothers  attending  the  Clinic  may  receive  any  necessary  dental 
treatment  free  of  charge. 

Maternity  Outfits. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits  are  obtainable  at  the  Clinic. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers. 

The  Corporation  have  an  agreement  with  the  Leeds 
Maternity  Hospital  whereby  any  cases  of  complicated  labour 
may  be  admitted.  The  Corporation  meet  the  cost  of  treatment 
and  recover  this  from  the  patients  according  to  a  scale  which 
has  been  adopted,  the  scale  being:  — 

Where  the  income  of  the  house,  after  deducting  5s.  for 
each  child  of  school  age,  does  not  exceed  30s.  per  week — 
Free. 

Not  exceeding  35s.  per  week — The  amount  of  the 
Maternity  Benefit  to  be  paid. 

Not  exceeding  40s.  per  week — Half  the  amount  of  the 
fees  charged  to  be  paid. 

Exceeding  50s.  per  week — The  total  amount  of  the  fees 
charged  to  be  paid.

WATER. 

The  Pildacre  supply  has  again  proved  eminently  satisfactory, 
both  as  regards  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  water. 

Samples  of  the  crude  and  treated  water  have  been  tested 
by  the  County  Analyst  each  month,  and  the  reports  show  that 
there  has  been  very  little  variation  in  its  chemical  constitution. 

The  hardness  of  the  untreated  water  does  vary  from  time 
to  time,  but  this  has  been  carefully  checked  by  daily  estimations, 
so  that  the  water  as  supplied  to  consumers  has  maintained  a 
constant  low  degree  of  hardness. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  has  been  made 
throughout  the  year  by  the  County  Pathologist,  who  reports 
that  the  water  is  satisfactory  according  to  the  standard  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  101  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
tuberculosis,  were  notified.  This  is  an  increase  of  21  cases  over 
the  number  notified  in  1937. 

Scarlet  fever  was  the  most  prevalent,  but  was,  fortunately, 
of  a  very  mild  type,  all  the  cases  making  a  good  recovery. 

Diphtheria,  which  is  a  more  serious  condition,  accounted 
for  11  cases  and  caused  3  deaths.  None  of  the  patients  who 
contracted  diphtheria  had  been  immunised.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  schools  were  again  circularised  during  the  year,  and, 
principally  as  a  result  of  this,  a  further  59  children  were 
immunised  against  diptheria.  The  scheme  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  is  conducted  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
who  supply  the  vaccine  and  are  responsible  for  the  payment  of 
the  doctor’s  fees.  It  is  therefore  no  cost  to  the  Corporation  or 
to  the  parents  of  the  children,  and  is  available  to  any  child  on 
application  to  the  family  doctor. 

Vaccination. 

As  in  previous  years,  vaccination  of  children  has  been 
seriously  neglected.  Sixteen  children  were  vaccinated  in  1938, 
this  representing  only  7-25  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  With 
such  a  small  percentage  of  children  receiving  this  treatment,  a 
small-pox  epidemic  in  the  near  future  would  have  disastrous 
results.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR, 
Year  ended  31st  December,  1938. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report,  in  which  I  have  endeavoured  to  set  out  in  a  brief  and 
concise  manner  the  results  of  the  many  and  varied  duties  which 
have  been  carried  out  in  my  Department  during  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1938.  As  in  previous  reports,  the  data  given  in 
connection  with  House  Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal  are  for  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1939. 

Housing  work  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  our  routine, 
and  while  there  still  remains  much  to  be  accomplished  in  this 
connection,  some  real  progress  was  achieved  during  the  year. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  dwelling-houses  were  dealt  with — 92  in 
Clearance  Areas,  22  Individual  Unfits,  and  6  dealt  with  bv 
owners  in  anticipation  of  formal  action  by  the  Council.  The 
population  of  the  120  houses  was  419  persons.  During  the  year 
64  families  were  removed  from  unfit  dwellings ;  of  this  number 
54  were  rehoused  on  your  Swithenbank  Estate. 

During  the  past  few  years  new  legislation  has  operated  at 
regular  intervals,  and  1938  was  no  exception.  On  the  1st  July, 
1938,  the  general  provisions  of  the  Factory  Act,  1937,  came  into 
operation.  A  feature  common  to  all  new  Acts  is  the  additional 
work  devolving  on  the  department  concerned  with  its  administra¬ 
tion. 

Certain  changes  affecting  the  operation  of  the  Contagious 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  operated  from  the  1st  April.  Veterinary 
duties  carried  out  by  officers  of  local  authorities  were  transferred 
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to  the  staff  of  a  new  department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  viz.,  Animal  Health  Department.  The  inspection 
of  dairy  cattle  was  one  of  the  duties  transferred  to  the  new 
department,  and  I  regret  that  the  change  has,  so  far,  had  the 
effect  of  reducing  the  number  of  routine  inspections  in  your 
district.  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  quarterly  inspection  should  be 
set  as  a  minimum. 

During  the  year  further  headway  was  made  with  the 
conversion  of  privy  closets,  and  while  it  was  not  possible  to 
utilise  the  whole  of  the  penny  rate  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  I 
think  that  the  accomplishments  in  other  directions,  coupled  with 
the  amount  of  work  involved  in  carrying  out  the  work  in  default, 
adequately  supplies  the  explanation.  The  number  of  privies  was 
reduced  by  76  during  the  year  (58  converted  and  18  abolished). 
Some  attention  was  also  directed  towards  securing  improved 
sanitary  conditions  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse,  and,  in 
addition  to  the  44  ashpits  abolished  in  connection  with  con¬ 
versions,  20  dry  ashpits  were  put  into  disuse  and  59  dustbins 
provided  in  their  stead. 

House  building  in  a  district  has  naturally  a  direct  effect  on 
the  workings  of  Cleansing  Departments.  During  the  past  few 
years  the  number  of  houses  in  your  district  has  increased  by  494, 
and,  while  this  increase  is  not  such  as  to  warrant  the  provision 
of  additional  transport,  overtime  and  the  occasional  employment 
of  casual  labour  has  been  resorted  to. 

In  December  Mr.  J.  L.  Tong,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
left  your  service  on  securing  an  appointment  with  another 
authority.  It  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  further  appointment 
if  housing  and  other  additional  work  is  to  proceed  at  a  satisfactory 
pace. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  again  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  consideration 
they  have  given  to  the  many  matters  referred  to  them,  and  to  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  the  ready  assistance  and  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.  To  the  staff  and  employees  of  the  depart- 
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ment  I  would  like  to  say  “  Thank  you  ”  for  their  willing- 
assistance  and  ready  response  to  the  many  demands  made  of 
them.

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HOUSING. 

Twenty-two  areas  were  declared  Clearance  Areas  during  the 
the  year;  the  number  of  houses  involved  was  92,  with  a 
population  of  325  persons.  Notice  of  intention  to  oppose  the 
making  of  Orders  was  given  by  owners  with  property  in  four  of 
the  areas,  but  owing  to  the  time  factor  the  public  inquiry  had 
not  been  held  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Four  unopposed  and  two  opposed  areas  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  December,  1937,  were  confirmed.  The  public  inquiry  in 
respect  of  the  opposed  areas  was  held  in  March,  1938.  The  number 
of  houses  involved  was  26,  with  a  population  of  110  persons. 

Twenty-two  individual  dwelling-houses  were  represented  as 
individual  unfits,  and  an  Order  for  demolition  was  made  in  each 
case.  The  number  of  persons  involved  was  76. 

Action  by  owners  in  anticipation  of  formal  action  by  the 
Council  was  responsible  for  the  disuse  of  six  dwellings.  Eighteen 
persons  were  resident  in  the  six  houses. 

Fifty-four  families  were  re-housed  during  the  year  on  your 
Swithenbank  Estate — 39  families  from  clearance  areas  and  15 
families  from  individual  unfit  houses.  Two  families  occupying 
dwellings  in  clearance  areas  and  8  families  in  individual  unfits 
found  other  accommodation  on  their  own  account. 

During  the  process  of  removal  the  furniture  and  effects  are 
fumigated  in  the  removal  van  with  HCN  gas  before  delivery  to 
the  new  house.  Bedding,  cushions,  etc.,  are  collected  separately 
for  steam  treatment  at  the  Disinfecting  Station.  The  separate 
treatment  of  bedding,  etc.,  enables  removal  from  the  old  house 
to  the  new  to  be  effected  in  one  day  without  danger  or  serious 
inconvenience  to  the  persons  moved. 

Houses  demolished  during  the  year  numbered  48 — 36  in 
clearance  areas  and  12  individual  unfits.

Overcrowding. 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  overcrowded 
houses  during  the  year,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
provision  of  working-class  dwellings  on  several  private  estates 
in  the  district  has  contributed  towards  the  improvement  in  this 
connection.  It  must  not,  however,  be  thought  that  the  private 
landlord  has  been  entirely  responsible  for  the  improved  state

of  things;  the  co-operation  between  the  Housing  and  Sanitary 
Departments  has  resulted  in  some  families  above  normal  in 
numbers  being  housed  on  your  various  estates. 

An  examination  of  the  position  in  the  light  of  the  fore¬ 
going  reveals  that  an  increase  in  the  housing  accommodation 
suitable  for  the  needs  of  the  “  small  ”  overcrowded  family  has 
to  some  extent  been  effected  by  private  effort,  but  what  of  the 
families  large  in  numbers?  These  people  are  held  fast — before 
they  can  move  they  must  find  a  house  sufficiently  large  for 
there  needs  and  a  landlord  willing  to  take  them,  and  provided 
that  both  these  obstacles  are  surmounted  the  odds  are  that  the 
rent  and  rates  amount  to  a  figure  entirely  beyond  the  means 
of  the  artisan.  If  families  of  this  character  are  to  secure  housing 
accommodation  sufficient  for  their  needs,  it  will  be  only  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  123  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved, 
the  number  of  persons  concerned  was  623.

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  were  further 
improved  during  the  year — 58  privies  were  converted  to  water- 
closets,  18  privies  were  abolished,  and  12  additional  water-closets 
were  provided  to  existing  property.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  dustbins  were  provided  in  substitution  of  44  wet  and  20 
dry  ashpits. 

The  remaining  privies  are  scattered  throughout  the  district 
in  small  units  (blocks  of  one  or  two) ,  and  this  will  have  an 
effect  on  the  future  output  of  conversions.  The  reduction  in 
the  routine  work  of  preparing  plans,  etc.,  for  small  units,  as 
compared  with  large,  is  comparatively  small.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat. 

The  quality  of  butchers’  meat  handled  by  the  traders  is  of 
a  high  grade,  and  supplies  were  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  With  one  exception,  butchers  purchase  live  animals  at 
a  weekly  market  held  in  a  nearby  town,  and  the  animals  are 
brought  into  the  district  for  slaughter. 

Of  the  682  bovine  animals  inspected  during  1938,  155  were 
cows  and  the  remainder  (527)  were  bullocks  and  heifers. 

Pork  carcases  inspected  during  the  year  numbered  2,575. 
This  number  is  high  for  the  size  of  the  town  and  is  accounted 
for  by  reason  of  two  wholesale  establishments  supplying  outside 
districts. 

The  percentage  of  animals  found  to  be  affected  with  disease 
continues  at  a  reasonable  level.  When  compared  with  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year,  1938  showed  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  disease  in  cow  carcases ;  the  figures  for  1937  for  all 
diseases  were  32-7%,  for  1938  the  figure  is  14T9%.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  that  reference  to  carcases  includes  organs  where 
diseased  conditions  are  frequently  found ;  such  conditions  are 
often  local  in  effect  and  do  not  depreciate  the  carcase.

Slaughter-houses. 

During  the  year  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  10 
slaughtering  premises;  one  less  than  in  1937.  There  is  one 
registered  slaughter-house  on  the  register. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness, 
and,  with  two  exceptions,  they  are  maintained  in  a  sound  struc¬ 
tural  condition. 
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During  the  year  under  review  912  visits  were  paid  to 
slaughter-houses,  compared  with  981  during  1937. 

Meat  Marking. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  meat  marking 
is  carried  on  at  one  wholesale  pig  slaughtering  premises.  During 
the  year  551  carcases  were  marked  at  the  request  of  the  owmer. 
A  fee  of  sixpence  per  carcase  stamped  is  charged  for  this  service. 

Markets  and  Food  Shops. 

Regular  attention  was  paid  by  the  department  to  food 
supplies  exposed  for  sale  in  shops  and  market  stalls.  The 
market  was  visited  on  50  occasions  for  this  purjiose,  and  46 
special  visits  were  made  to  shops. 

Milk. 

Milk  is  produced  on  28  farms  in  your  district.  The  size 
of  the  milk  herds  on  the  farms  varies  within  fairly  wide  limits ; 
several  farmers  milk  upwards  of  40  cows,  while  at  the  other  end 
of  the  scale  there  are  smallholdings  where  as  few  as  three  cows 
are  milked.  The  total  number  of  milk  cows  is  approximately 
400. 

Distribution  is  carried  on  by  51  registered  milk  sellers. 

The  general  structural  conditions  of  buildings  are  good  and 
cleanliness  is  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level.

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

During  the  period  1st  January,  1988,  to  31st  March,  1938, 
2  notifications  under  Article  4  were  received.  The  offending- 
animals  were  slaughtered  and  examined  post-mortem ;  both 
animals  had  the  disease  in  an  advanced  state. 

On  the  1st  April,  1938,  certain  amendments  affecting  the 
working  of  the  Order  came  into  operation — duties  which  had 
previously  been  carried  out  by  officers  of  Local  Authorities  were 
transferred  to  the  staff  of  a  department  dirctly  under  the  control 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  consequently 
this  report  relates  to  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  only.

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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

On  the  26th  January,  1938,  Ossett  was  included  in  an  Order 
defining  a  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Infected  Area.  The  restric¬ 
tions  were  removed  on  the  9th  February,  1938. 

Further  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  district  on  account 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  from  the  4th  to  the  17th  April,  1938. 

During  the  two  periods  of  restrictions  94  licences  for  the 
movement  of  animals  were  issued. 

One  case  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  was  reported  during  the 
year,  and  this,  happily,  turned  out  to  be  negative. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

The  steam  disinfector  is  of  considerable  age,  and  minor 
repairs  and  adjustments  have  had  to  be  carried  out  from  time 
to  time. 

Disinfection  of  houses  was  carried  out  by  means  of  spraying 
and  fumigation  with  formalin  vapour. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of  re-housing  on  the 
Swithenbank  Estate.  Furniture  and  effects  are  subjected  to 
HCN  gas  in  the  removal  van,  and  the  bedding  is  passed  through 
the  steam  disinfector. 

Disinfestation  of  dwelling-houses  is  effected  by  fumigation 
and  spraying  with  proprietary  insecticides,  following  the  removal 
of  wallpapers,  skirting  boards,  etc. 

Schools  are  sprayed  with  a  germicide  fluid  as  and  when  it 
appears  desirable  or  necessary. 

During  the  year  93  houses  were  disinfected,  and  14  houses 
treated  for  vermin.  Fifty-four  fumigations  were  carried  out  for 
families  re-housed  at  Swithenbank ;  the  work  was  done  by  a 
private  firm  specialising  in  this  kind  of  work. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  carrying  on  of 
offensive  trades  is  5,  viz.  : — 2  fellmongers,  1  gutscraper  and  2 
tripe  boilers. 

The  premises  are  generally  well  maintained,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

Efforts  were  made  during  National  Rat  Week  to  interest  the 
public  in  the  desirability  of  individual  and  concerted  action  in 
this  matter.  In  addition,  the  public  were  offered  the  assistance 
of  the  officers  of  the  department. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  various  properties  owned 
by  the  Council. 

FACTORIES. 

The  Factories  Act,  1987,  operated  from  the  1st  July,  1938. 
Its  effect  is  to  consolidate  the  law,  and  at  the  same  time  make 
revisions  in  accordance  with  present  standards  of  life  in  industry. 
The  new  Act  should  make  for  easier  administration,  and 
improved  working  conditions  for  the  employees. 

Improvements  effected  at  factory  premises  during  the  year 
include  the  provision  of  three  additional  sanitary  conveniences. 
Two  cases  of  want  of  cleanliness  were  also  dealt  with.

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  TRANSPORT  AND 

DISPOSAL. 

The  figures  and  tables  given  in  connection  with  this  service 
refer  to  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1939. 

Staff. 

The  number  of  permanent  employees  is  8,  viz. :  2  motor 
drivers,  5  loaders  and  1  tipman.  Occasionally  it  has  been 
necessary  to  engage  casual  labour  for  short  periods  for  loading 
purposes.  This  has  been  made  necessary  by  the  increased  number 
of  premises  in  the  district. 

Transport. 

Two  motor  vehicles  are  engaged  full  time  on  refuse  work. 

In  September  last  wagon  No.  2  (Morris  25  cwt.,  purchased 
in  1929)  was  replaced  with  a  30  cwt.  vehicle.  The  change  was 
more  than  justified,  in  that  it  effected  a  reduction  in  running 
costs  and  maintenance. 
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For  costing  purposes  the  new  wagon  has  been  given  a  five 
years’  life,  and  will  be  depreciated  accordingly. 

Wagon  No.  1  has  been  in  service  since  1931,  and  at  an 
early  date  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  question  of 
an  extensive  bill  for  repairs  and  replacements,  as  compared  with 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  purchase  of  a  new  machine. 

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  year  tipping  was  in  operation  at  Flushdyke, 
Queen’s  Drive,  and  on  land  adjoining  the  Cricket  Field.  In 
consequence  of  a  request  made  by  the  owners  of  the  Cricket 
Field,  we  gradually  increased  the  quantity  of  refuse  deposited  at 
this  point,  until  in  November  last  this  tip  was  in  full-time 
operation,  and  since  that  date  has  received  the  whole  of  the 
refuse  of  the  township.  When  tipping  is  completed  it  is  intended 
to  use  the  area  for  a  football  pitch. 

Covering  material  is  obtained  by  removing  soil  before  tipping. 

\ 

As  available,  street  sweepings  are  used  for  covering  the  exposed 
sides. 

Trade  refuse  such  as  fish-offal,  garbage  and  diseased  meat 
and  offal  is  destroyed  by  incineration. 

Costs. 

Efficiency  in  health  services  is  the  ideal  to  aim  at,  but  this 
notwithstanding,  cost  must  receive  due  regard  and  consideration. 
With  this  in  mind  the  aim  of  the  department  is  to  give  a  regular 
service  at  a  reasonable  cost  to  the  ratepayers. 

The  amount  charged  to  the  service  for  costing  purposes  is 
£1,859  14s.  5d.,  an  increase  of  £84  13s.  lOd.  when  compared 
with  the  £1,775  Os.  7d.  for  the  previous  year.  Wages  accounted 
for  £1,416  17s.  7d.  ;  the  corresponding  figure  for  1937-38  was 
£1,336  5s.  2d. — an  increase  of  £80  12s.  5d,  Superannuation  was 
introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  is  responsible  for 
an  additional  cost  of  £24  2s.  lid.  There  was  also  an  increase 
of  a  few  pounds  in  the  amounts  charged  for  rates  and  taxes. 
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Changes  in  the  character  of  the  refuse — brought  about  by  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  ashpits,  with  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  number  of  dustbins — exerts  some  influence  on  costs.  The 
changed  system  of  refuse  storage  is  responsible  for  an  increase 
in  bulk  with  a  decrease  in  weight,  and  has  an  effect  on  the  cost 
per  ton.  However,  the  cost  per  house  shows  little  increase,  and 
compares  favourably  with  previous  years.  The  figures  for  the 
year  under  review  are  7s.  ll-7d.  per  house  per  annum,  or  1-83 
pence  per  week,  compared  with  7s.  8-4d.  and  1-77  pence  in 
1937-38. 

Income  for  the  year  amounted  to  £14  10s.  6d.
